Representative 
Prouty of Iowa will lead th<; fight 
Complete reorganization of the gov­ 
ernment of Washington so as to give 
the people of the district not only the 
right of suffrage, but to invest them 
with the Initiative, referendum and re­ 
call, reserving to congress only the 
power to v**to any municipal legifAa- 
tlon passed by the city council, la pro­ 
vided for In a bill which Mr Prouty 
will introduce at the beginning of the 
extra session of the Bixty third con 
gress. 
The bill may provide also for 
woman suffrage. 
The real purpose behind the hill is 
not so much to give the people of the 
district the right of suffrage, which 
Mr. Prouty believes they should have, 
as it is to take from them federal aid 
in sfreet improvements and In 
the 
maintenance of the public 
schools 
Explaining his measure, he says he 
believes 
the 
City 
of 
Washington 
should he placed on a parity with oth­ 
er Am erican cities, and to accomplish 
this end he Is remodeling the Dos 
Moines plan of municipal government
